The R..E..Grand Commander announced the passing of 
E.-Sir Forrest A. Bliss, our Grand Sword Bearer, on April 29, 
paying a splendid tribute to his memory as a man, a Mason 
and Templar, at the conclusion of which the Knights stood, 
uncovered, in silence, for a moment, in testimony to his worth 
and our great loss. 

At this point the R..E..Grand Commander thanked the 
escort from St. John’s and Calvary Commanderies for their 
services in the opening ceremonies, and emphasized his appre- 
ciation for the generous response from the constituent Com- 
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manderies to his’ call for Christmas charity and Red Cross call 
for relief of the drought sufferers. He complimented the 
Division Commanders for their work at the official inspections 
and the District Commanders for their efforts in promoting 
the social side of Templary through the inauguration of group 
meetings. 


REPORT, COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 


Proposed Report on Amendment to the Constitution as 
submitted at the Annual Conclave October, 1930, referred to 
this Committee and published in the Notice of the Semi- 
Annual Conclave for report. 


Subject: Concurrent Jurisdiction by Grand Commander 
and Council by Dispensation under certain limitations, 
declared. 


This Amendment if adopted will become a new Section of 
Article XI—See. 54. 


“In case of an emergency arising, due to the unwarranted 
abuse of the rights of jurisdiction as exercised by any 
Commandery and when such rights are exercised against 
the general welfare of the Order, the Grand Commander 
may, with the advice of the Deputy Grand Commander, 
the Grand Generalissimo and the Grand Captain General, 
declare any stated jurisdiction concurrent, for any speci- 
fied time not exceeding six months.”’ 


Moved that this proposed amendment be referred to the 
Committee on Jurisprudence to be reported on at the coming 
Semi-Annual Conclave. So ordered. 

Grand Commandery has supreme authority to fix and deter- 
mine the jurisdiction of its subordinate Commanderies. (See 
Statutes Grand Encampment Sec. 183.) It may therefore 
define these jurisdictions by specifie bounds, declare them 
concurrent, or limit them in any manner whatsoever. 
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The Amendment proposed is, therefore, Constitutional and 
becomes as regards its adoption merely a question of policy. 

The evident purpose of the Amendment is very definitely to 
find a way out of the many cases that are now occurring more 
and more frequently where Jurisdiction is refused for no ap- 
parent just reason, except the questional and perhaps selfish 
desire to retain a petitioner against his serious wishes to go 
elsewhere. 

Our Jurisdictions are quite generally exclusive. They are 
concurrent in minor details only. Perhaps as a whole they 
are now the most logical that could be specifically determined 
for the general welfare of all. But times, circumstances and 
conditions are constantly changing and so many cases arise 
wherein there is a distinct disadvantage in their operation and 
to the very great harm of the best interests of our Order. 

Some have felt at times that concurrent jurisdiction through- 
out might solve this problem. It might if we could relocate 
some of our Commanderies, but as some are at present situated 
it might spell death to their very existence. We cannot at 
this date relocate our Commanderies. No one will surely 
desire to do aught that will in the least manner injure the best 
interests of the individual Commandery at any time, yet we 
are face to face with the fact that Commanderies deliberately 
refuse relinquishment of jurisdiction purely on selfish grounds 
or on no grounds at all strange as it may seem. 

When such conditions appear, in fairness there surely ought 
to be a way out, but under our present laws there is no redress, 
no appeal, so we suffer individually, so our Order suffers as a 
whole, and worst of all we may have lost a Brother Mason 
well qualified to become a worthy Sir Knight—a Brother 
who may never come to us again. 

We realize that fundamentally fixed and exclusive juris- 
dictions are designed to protect the immediate and general 
welfare of the individual Commanderies, but we must begin 
to realize that in the changing conditions of modern life, the 
social contacts are increasingly bound up with business con- 
tacts and to demand that fraternal association be limited by 
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actual residence is to destroy in a very large measure the urge 
of much valuable material to join at all. 

Conditions that operate to keep good applicants out of our 
Order should be changed and we who are in the Order must 
be big and broad enough to change them. The general 
prosperity and strengthening of our Order is far above the 
petty elements of local pride of individual Commanderies. 
This question must, can, and will be settled to the satisfaction 
of all. We have only to recognize the obligations of our vows. 
It is a problem to be solved by study of each individual case 
and by a painstaking desire to be fair, a willingness to sacrifice 
for the good of all and to let those in whose leadership the 
Order rests, advise and decide. This we believe to be the 
logic of the Amendment before us. 

We believe the Amendment to be a step in the right direction 
of real benefit to the Order, and worthy of consideration and 
trial. It allows an appeal to the Council of Grand Com- 
mandery and a determination of the justice of each individual 
contention and case as it may occur, not only of the demands 
of the individual Commanderies but in the light of the best 
interests of Templarism in this jurisdiction. 

It opens no permanent avenue of injury or injustice to any- 
one. We believe that some such Statute is now needed and 
that it will operate to the best interests of all concerned. We 
therefore approve the Amendment.

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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF 
R..E..SIR FREDERICK HUNTINGTON BRIGGS 
GRAND COMMANDER 


Boston, October 30, 1931. 


We are taught that harmony is the strength and support of 
allinstitutions. In closing this year of the Grand Commandery 
of Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, we 
are strong and fortunate in that harmony prevails throughout 
the entire jurisdiction. 

In leaving the Office of Grand Commander, allow me just 
one word in calling your attention to the fact that our institu- 
tion is composed of men who are looked up to and highly re- 
spected in the different localities in which they live. We have 
among our membership more than our share of the representa- 
tive men in these localities, including ministers, lawyers, 
doctors, business men, bankers, as well as many of the leaders 
of the several political parties active in the district. They are 
men who have been carefully selected for their high moral 
standing, and for their devotion to the principles of honor and 
patriotism, and may I ask you at this time whether our organi- 
zation is making any use whatever of the great majority of these 
men? Are we not wasting our opportunity and wasting good 
material that should be of inestimable value not only to our- 
selves but to our country? Are we encouraging our men who 
are standing high in their respective communities to go forth 
individually and stand for those high principles of government 
and morality for which our forefathers fought when they estab- 
lished this country and framed our constitution, and in defense 
of these same high principles of government and morality those 
heroes who have come after have fought and bled to maintain. 

The battles of war are glorious. The history of our country 
in war is a glorious history, but we have battles of peace to 
fight, and although these battles of peace may not carry the 
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wild glory and acclaim which comes to him who wins on the 
great battlefield of physical warfare; nevertheless, he who wins 
the great battles of peace may perhaps be of as great or perhaps 
even greater value to his country. And let me ask you, now 
that I am retiring, if you men who are the responsible heads 
of your Commanderies will not gather together and inspire in 
your strong members the desire to go forth individually into 
the world and fight for those great principles of freedom and 
constitutional government which are being assailed at the 
present time by those who have come to us from foreign 
shores, and whose very education and thoughts are repugnant 
to the great principles of our constitution. And will you not 
encourage the members of your Commanderies to stand back 
individually of such of your members who are strong and who 
are highly respected in your community, stand back of these 
men solidly in their fight to keep our constitution and our 
country within the ideals of government for which it was 
founded, and thus present an active, solid, and united front 
against those who seek to tear down our civilization and sub- 
stitute for it such theories as are repugnant to the fundamental 
ideals of the liberty loving Anglo-Saxon race. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 


Right Eminent Grand Commander and Eminent Sir Knights: 


Your Committee on Necrology again find many missing in 
the membership of the Grand Commandery and submit their 
report with the following sentiment: 

How silent and reverent are we when we stand face to face 
with the experience which calls one of our loved ones, or one of 
our friends and companions to the portals of death! It is as if 
something had touched some responsive chord which found its 
answer in every heart. 

It is difficult to sum up what each may be thinking as to the 
end of life. Whether there is anything of the old question, 
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“Tf a man die, shall he live again?” as uppermost, or whether 
there is the assurance which comes from the faith-strengthened 
Apostle who said, “This mortal must put on immortality.” It 
is, however, safe to say that whatever may be the attitude of 
mind toward life’s greatest question there is the hope which 
quickens every soul, that those who have passed the portals 
still live, that they have but gone before to that “undiscovered 
country from whose bourne no traveler ere returns.” This 
hope is such a personal thing we cannot escape the feeling that 
we are each a part of some great whole, however mysterious it 
may seem. It is this sense of individual and personal relation- 
ship to the unseen that makes it possible for us who remain in 
the flesh to find comfort and consolation. 

It is well to pause in the midst of our deliberations, seeking 
to provide for earthly comforts, pleasures and successes, and 
consider for the moment the relation of all our members to 
each other and the relation we all bear to the great eternities 
of life. 

That “no man liveth to himself” is a truth we emphasize in 
our great fraternity and by every means we know we seck to 
make it a living truth, an actual fact which should govern our 
contact with each other and make us all appreciate the strength 
we have and the love we have, in our endeavor to increase the 
sum of human virtues, for “we are members one of another.” 


That “no man dieth to himself” is a truth we might well 
contemplate when we are thinking of the worthy Sir Knights 
who have passed beyond our mortal sight. 


The limitlessness of the great universe in which we now live, 
the great reaches of human possibilities give us some idea of 
the worth of life, but when we set for ourselves the thought that 
all is part of an eternal purpose which runs through all, we 
find a value for life which is beyond calculation. Once we give 
this place in our thought there comes a revelation that arouses 
a sense of relationship to that which is endless and we find 
ourselves not alone but in divine company and learn that 
“whether we live or die we are the Lord’s.”’ 
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Too lightly do we dismiss such significant truth and measure 
the worth of life by transitory things when all the time life is 
an eternal thing, 


. of endless worth 
A gift of God, who rules both heaven and earth.”’ 


Our brother Knights who have gone forth on the last great 
quest of life have doubtless shown their chivalry and valor and 
have added their bit to the sum of earth’s happiness and 
human virtues. Reverently we do them honor by this me- 
morial, forgetting the frailties, cherishing their strength of 
character and faith, feeling full sure 


“They cannot be where God is not 
On any sea or shore. 
Whate’er betides, thy love abides 
Our God, forevermore. 


From our ranks have gone those whom we honored and 
trusted, and they proved the worth of this by their fidelity to 
duty and simple, unaffected lives. As they often found occa- 
sion to emphasize the value of love and service, calling upon 
Him under whose banner we are all enlisted, they became the 
medium through which faith inGod and man was strengthened. 
In remembering them we once more recall the divine truth 
that “no man liveth unto himself and no man dieth unto himself, 
for whether we live or die we are the Lord’s.”” 

Edgar A. Guest in his collection of poems, Just Folks, has 
this to say under the title, “The Truths That Never Can Be 
Proved”. 


“Believe in them unto the last, 
The truths that eye can never see; 
The promise when this life is past. 
An ampler life is still to be; 
The soul’s growth, scarcely noted here; 
The benefit of nobler thought 
Which seems at times to disappear 
For all eternity are wrought.

From our active Grand Officers we greatly miss the familiar 
figure and friendly greetings of E.-Sir Forrest Ansel Bliss, 
Grand Sword Bearer who was suddenly called to the larger life 
April 29, 1931. 


He was a friend to all, an intimate of some, and was well 
known throughout the jurisdiction. In his office as Division 
Commander, receiving his appointment in 1927, he had the 
opportunity to visit the majority of the Commanderies as the 
official representative of the Grand Commander at the time 
of inspection. On such occasions he won an enviable reputa- 
tion for thoroughness and personal attention. He was an ac- 
tive and zealous Mason, but Templar Masonry had his deepest 
regard and untiring self-sacrificing service. He will long be 
remembered as one who loved much and whose influence as a 
worthy Sir Knight spread itself both far and wide. 


In the memorial written in his own commandery is this ex- 
pression: 


“To Jerusalem Commandery he rendered many years of 
devoted service, the measure of which is fully known by those 
who have been so loyally supported by him in the work. It 
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is fitting that we place on our records an appreciation of one 
for whom these lines might well have been written: 

‘T’d like to think, when life is done, 

That I had filled a needed post, 

That here and there I’d paid my fare 

With more than idle talk and boast; 

That I had taken gifts divine, 

The breath of life and manhood fine 

And tried to use them now and then 

In service for my fellow men,’ ”

ONE OF FEATURES

Christmas, spreading the spirit of good-will on earth, 
seemed to be reflected everywhere at the family dinner party 
of the Grand Commandery, Knights Templars of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island, at the Copley-Plaza yesterday after- 
noon. 

Traditions of the festal day were carried out in the bringing 
in of the Yule log, the ceremonial advent of the platter bearing 
the boar’s head, the following groups carrying aloft the turkeys 
brown from the roasting pans, the jester, with the characteris-

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island: 


The books and vouchers of the Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Recorder, and Board of Trustees of the Educational Founda- 
tion have been examined by a Certified Public Accountant, 
Sir Knight T. Rutherford Edwards, and found correct. 

The securities held by the Trustees of the Grand Fund have 
been checked and correspond with their report. We recom- 
mend that the unexpended balance of the income of the Grand 
Fund be transferred to the General Fund.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY-TREASURER 
OF THE KNIGHTS TEMPLARS 
EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, the Officers and 
Members of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars 
and the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


As the report of the Executive Secretary of the Knights 
Templars Educational Foundation gives a comprehensive out- 
line of the work done by the Board of Trustees for the year 
just completed, it is unnecessary for me to elaborate upon 
his remarks. 

A full attendance is recorded at most of the meetings held 
by the Board of Trustees during the year, and the Right 
Eminent Grand Commander, Deputy Grand Commander, 
and Grand Treasurer also have been present at these meetings, 
so that the officers of the Grand Commandery have been 
kept well informed of the activities of the Educational Board 
at all times. 

Since October 1, 1930, the Board of Trustees has reviewed 
and acted upon 241 applications and has passed favorably 
upon 223 of these, totalling in amount, $52,380. At each 
meeting of the Board, the Executive Secretary has presented 
in careful detail the progress of all applications and such other 
matters as have required the action or sanction of the Board. 

During the year I have received from the Executive Secre- 
tary students’ payments amounting to $12,200.50, which 
sum has been transmitted to the Grand Treasurer and credited 
to the Foundation. It may be of interest to state that of the 
entire amount so collected approximately $8,000 is in payment 
of loan instalments becoming due on July 1, 1931, $1,000 upon 
loans not yet due, showing that slightly over $3,000 has been 
paid upon the amount of $13,500 reported last year as due 
from students. While this might indicate to many that the 
students whose accounts matured in prior years are more lax 
than those whose obligations have just now become due, it 
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must be remembered that during last July a considerable sum 
of money was also collected on loans then maturing, but that 
payments slackened somewhat thereafter, as may well be the 
case this year. Doubtless business conditions have had a 
marked effect upon the students’ promptness in making their 
payments. Many students have been obliged to assume 
partial, if not complete, support of their parents; others have 
not been successful in securing the remunerative positions 
they might have procured in normal times; some have con- 
tinued their preparation in graduate schools, and in conse- 
quence the date of their payments has been extended. The 
Executive Secretary has spent considerable effort and time in 
an endeavor to collect all overdue accounts, and his vigilance, 
supplemented if necessary by that of the Board, will not be 
relaxed. There is now due upon outstanding students’ notes 
$22,783.67. 

All the expenses of the administration of the Fund are 
supported by vouchers approved by the Chairman of the 
Board prior to their payment, and the Grand Commander has 
issued orders to the Grand Treasurer covering such payments. 

I gratefully acknowledge the co-operation and help accorded 
me by the Right Eminent Grand Commander, the Grand 
Treasurer, the Executive Secretary, and the Trustees of the 
Board, to whom I extend my sincere thanks and appreciation.

To the Trustees of the Knights Templars Educational Foundation, 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
Henry H. Harris, Chairman: 

GENTLEMEN: 

In my report of last October I made use of the following 
paragraph: 


“We have now come to a point where we shall be able to 
increase the service we render by more particular attention 
to each beneficiary. With the movement of the office to 
the Temple in Boston and giving full time of the Executive 
Secretary, opportunity will be had for giving this large and 
helpful work the large and helpful service it deserves.” 


This increased service has been manifest only in part owing 
to the difficulty in adjustment to my duties and the confusion 
incident to moving my home and the establishment of the 
office in the room of the Grand Recorder. 

While I have not been able to extend the service of the 
Foundation beyond the routine connected with 518 open 
accounts and the almost continual correspondence embracing 
inquiry regarding the possibility of new loans, I still have the 
vision of the constructive service which as Knights Templars 
we might render to the youth under our care. 

It is, of course, necessary in the management of our affairs, 
that we talk in terms of dollars and cents, yet, far beyond the 
money value, is the necessity that we impress on our bene- 
ficiaries the worth of financial integrity, the value of confidence, 
encouragement, friendship, and the spirit of courtesy and 
kindness which typifies the Knight Templar. 

However much credit may belong to our Foundation for 
giving financial assistance to students, it is not in itself enough 
to cause a wholesome reaction on the part of the student. 
We must insist, and, if necessary, take extreme methods in the 
matter of collections, else our service will defeat itself; but 
beyond this, we must establish both confidence and financial 
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integrity as an asset to the students we serve. Furthermore, to 
make our beneficiaries understand that we are their friends, 
that we are interested in their welfare beyond the college, that 
by their co-operation with us they can learn the joy of serving 
and helping others, that by our trust in them and interest in 
their affairs we help them to a broader outlook upon life and 
enable them to set for themselves the standards which Knights 
Templars uphold. All this should enter into the service we 
are attempting. To fall short of this and think only in the 
terms of money involved is to cheapen the work of the Foun- 
dation and leave us liable to criticism and, eventually, defeat. 

It is to be hoped that all our Sir Knights will both see the 
possibility of this larger service in connection with such 
assistance as we give, and insist, for the good of Templarism, 
that it be continued and carried through. 

In this regard it might be a wise move to interest our 
separate commanderies in this broader service. It might be 
suggested that an Educational Committee of three be ap- 
pointed in each commandery, with whom the Executive 
Secretary could correspond, seeking information in regard to 
applicants, giving information as to beneficiaries, and asking 
that they show some interest in the student’s progress and 
welfare, both in college and beyond. Or, it might be wise to 
extend our work, through the commanderies, to individual 
members, asking them, the individual Sir Knights, to act as 
councilors to individual beneficiaries, through correspondence 
or otherwise, that there be established a relationship helpful 
to youth, and redound to the praise of Templar Masonry,— 
such suggestions coming from the Trustees of the Foundation 
would be plainly a step in advancing Knight Templar service 
and making friends among the growing generation. 

It is of interest to note that of all the loans of 1930, and with 
the loans made for the second semester in January, 1931, 
52 per cent were to sons and daughters of members of the 
Masonic fraternity, while 58 per cent of loans for the fall of 
1931 held the same relationship. This steady increase of the 
use of the fund by those of the families of our fraternity must

be gratifying to all who contribute as well as all who administer 
the fund. It is true that from the inception of the fund it was 
and is still understood that no distinction should be made 
among the applicants. It is also true that, all things being 
equal, we give preference to those from our own family and 
find particular delight in serving them in their need. 

It is gratifying to note that since September 30, 1930, 23 
accounts have been completed as to payments on loans made. 
One student who completed a loan of $600.00 writes: 


“T regret neither the use of the loans nor the task of paying 
them back. . . . The book is closed at last and I am happy, 
over the struggles of college life, the pleasure of the loans, 
and finally, over the genuine thrill of removing my last trace 
of indebtedness. That feeling alone is worth much.” 

Another student writes: “It has been a long grind in 
many ways but the lesson learned is not soon to be forgotten. 
I feel that the experience was very worth while.” 

A third student says: “It has been something of a struggle 
to pay it all off but that was better than to have been forced 
to give up an education... . The Educational Foundation 
has certainly proved helpful in my case and I am certainly 
grateful for the assistance.” 


These quotations are from widely different cases yet they 
give a glimpse of the spirit responding to our service. 

As will be seen from the statistics, the collections this year, 
while larger than last year, are not what they ought to be or 
might be with increased attention to this part of our work. 
T cannot emphasize too strongly the importance of this feature 
of my work. It is now getting to be of such large proportion 
that in some way more time should be given to it, both for the 
sustenance of the fund and the benefit of the borrower. The 
dignity of our work and the trust we hold may permit patience 
but will not allow leniency. To forgive a man or woman a 
debt of honor is to weaken character. 

During the month of March, 1931, the Grand Encampment 
sent a questionnaire in regard to our work. To answer these 
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questions required a complete survey and recasting of all of 
our separate accounts, as some of the information desired 
never had been segregated by our method of accounting. Some 
of the facts then found are interesting as the following tables 
show:

In accordance with Constitutional requirements the Address 
and Report of the Grand Commander is referred to your 
Committee on Jurisprudence. 

All Dispensations, granted or refused were issued in accord- 
ance with Templar law. 

No formal decisions are recorded as they have not been 
required or requested. We are to be thankful that the laws 
of Grand Commandery have become so well codified and under- 
stood that only simple reference to them has become necessary 
to carry complete understanding. 

The record of visitations and other social events by the 
Grand Commander is complete. But we welcome and we 
think the members of Grand Commandery will thoroughly 
appreciate his thoughtfulness and charity in relying upon the 
record in the printed proceedings for information rather than 
to trespass upon the time and patience of Grand Commandery 
in annual Conclave assembled to read them. These and other 
matters are important, but more or less important for record 
only. We trust this practice may be continued. 

What the Grand Commander has to say regarding matters 
in general is interesting and timely and deserves very careful 
and considerate attention especially by those upon whom rests 
the responsibilities of office and leadership. 

It remains for your committee to suggest that in very trying 
times, we have had a year of splendid thoughtful leadership, 
efficient in all respects. Without much “fuss or feathers” the 
Grand Commander has constantly labored to live within our 
means and to produce a businesslike administration. He has 
quietly executed plans for the betterment of our Order in 
enthusiasm among its members and in effectiveness of its 
works.

To Grand Commandery: 
This is the fourteenth report of your Inspector Instructor. 
Much has been said in these reports that is tempting to re- 
peat but moratoriums seem popular for these times and years, 
so we shall be brief in all respects. So dig up the old ‘‘screeds”’ 
and see if they are not of some use even now. 


MARKS 


Our marks for the year are very satisfactory from our angle 
—showing continued improvement. As to marks the standard 
has not been lowered but on the contrary generally raised. Yet 
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the average mark of the entire Grand Commandery in Ritual 
and Tactics is at the peak of last year—in fact a little higher. 


GENERAL REMARKS 


Your Inspector Instructor has some very conscientious 
scruples against carping and continuous criticisms, but let it 
be said without personal reference that the most glaring lack 
of our organization today is outstanding and capable leadership. 
May we be excused if we say that there is hardly a Com- 
mandery in our jurisdiction that does not contain in its member- 
ship many more capable leaders than those in office. This goes 
for the Grand line also, including the Inspector Instructor, of 
course. We see these men in all walks of life—civil, political, 
religious—doing disinterested and efficient work. Why are 
they not with us, hand in hand? 

What are we doing to attract such leadership? Not much. 
The fault lies in our methods of selection. Our official lines 
are too long. There is too much desire for glory without effort, 
for a button without work, for a badge without an ideal. A 
second rater is appointed a guard. He may make a good guard 
but a useless Commander, but with our false ideas of prece- 
dence it is not possible as the years go by to pry him out with 
a “depth bomb.” 

So merit is taboo, and jolly good eaters, hand-shakers and 
climbers are elevated to leadership and of course do nothing 
but drift into seats in the East, sometimes the Sahara Desert 
of “inaction and repose.” 

We don’t say that all officers are alike and bad. We don’t 
want to be misunderstood. We have good ones. Some. All 
are good fellows, but many are not leaders of men or ideals, so 
our Order suffers. 

What has all this to do with Inspections and the work of the 
Inspector Instructor? It is this. The foundation upon which 
our Order rests is Ritual and Tactics. In it is included jolly 
good fellowship and most intimate contacts of friendship. 

But perfection in these is not all. They must be translated

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ALABAMA, 1931 


The Seventy-first Annual Conclave was held in the City of 
Huntsville, April 22, 1931. 

The Grand Commander states that many Commanderies 
are practically without funds, there is a large falling off in 
membership, and there is a general appearance of lack of 
interest and apathy on the part of the Sir Knights in practi- 
cally all of the Commanderies. No dispensations were granted 
and but one minor decision rendered. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $8,712.78; Disbursements 
$6,555.32; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$2,157.46; Triennial Fund $1,710.25. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a total 
of 44 loans amounting to $7,420.00. Balance on hand $1,667.38. 

From statistics furnished we find a total membership of 
6,378. Net loss for the year 927. Charters of three Com- 
manderies were forfeited. Twenty-three Commanderies were 
delinquent for not paying dues. 

The Seventy-second Annual Conclave will be held in the 
City of Birmingham, April 27, 1932. 


Arizona, 1931 


The Thirty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Arizona was convened in the Asylum of Globe 
Commandery, in the City of Globe, February 9, 1931, with 
Grand Commander Joseph A. E. Ivey presiding. On the eve- 
ning preceding the Conclave religious services were held in 
the Globe High School Auditorium and were in charge of Grand 
Prelate James R. Rockwood. 

Grand Commander Ivey reports that he has visited all the 
Commanderies in his Jurisdiction during the year and is well 
pleased with their progress in spite of existing economic condi- 
tions. All books and records of the several Commanderies are 
very well and neatly kept. Like other Grand Commanders, 
he is disturbed by the number of suspensions for non-payment 
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of dues and feels that the Recorders should make a stronger 
effort to collect the dues before taking action. No dispensa- 
tions were granted or decisions made. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership in the seven Commanderies of 761. Net 
loss for the year 5. 

Grand Treasurer Sawyer reports receipts with balance on 
hand of $7,363.03; Disbursements $2,517.24; leaving a balance 
on hand of $4,845.79. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made eight 
loans during the year amounting to $1,415.00. Balance on 
hand available for use $3,321.54. 

These Proceedings contain no report on Templar Review. 

The Thirty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Arizona will be held in the City of Tuscon, on 
Monday, March 7, 1932. 


ARKANSAS, 1931 


The Fifty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Arkansas was convened in the Asylum of Hugh 
de Payens Commandery in the City of Little Rock, May 19, 
1931. 

Grand Commander Moore visited most of his constituent 
Commanderies during his year of office and while discussing 
present Templar conditions in his Report, says in part; “If you 
make good your vow, you should hear the call of Christianity. 
Empty pews are a hindrance to church progress. Our churches 
need our co-operation. A Christian nation getting away from 
God. It does not take a prophet to foretell the future.” One 
dispensation was granted and one refused. One minor de- 
cision was rendered. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $9,133.19; Disbursements 
$5,519.38; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$3,613.81, which is about $3,000.00 less than the previous year. 

From statistics furnished by the Grand Recorder we find a 
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total membership in this Jurisdiction of 2,299. Net loss for 
the year 215. This is a very heavy percentage of loss and we 
hope there is some error in the Grand Recorder’s figures or in 
our own. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have been under a 
handicap due to the failure of a Trust Company last November, 
thereby tying up their funds which were deposited therein. 
Eighteen loans were made during the year aggregating 
$3,500.00. Balance on hand available for immediate use 
$654.37. 

The Sixtieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Arkansas will be held in the City of Little Rock, on the 
third Tuesday in May, 1932. 


Cauirornia, 1931 


The Seventy-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of California was convened in the City of San 
Francisco, April 23, 1931. 

This Jurisdiction is always fortunate in the high type of Sir 
Knight elevated to the office of Grand Commander and this 
year’s incumbent is no exception to therule. R.-:.E.-.Sir Lang- 
ford made fifty-six Official Visits and granted fifty-eight dis- 
pensations, all of same being approved by the Committee on 
Jurisprudence. ; 

Grand Recorder Davies reports a total membership of 14,694. 
Net loss for the year 212. Suspensions and demits total 452. 
It is pleasing to note that 138 Knights were affiliated and 
20 restored. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $87,083.26; Disbursements 
$65,179.38; leaving a balance on hand of $21,903.88; Invested 
Funds $62,441.68. . 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit a very fine 
report of an active year and we find a total of 164 loans made 
aggregating $16,400.00. Balance on hand available for use 
by the Committee $51,137.84. 
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Grand Recorder Thomas A. Davies submits one of the best 
Reports on Templar Review that has come to our attention. 
He reviews every Jurisdiction thoroughly and nothing of real 
interest escapes his courteous attention. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is ably reviewed in nearly four pages and he has 
a number of nice things to say about us. We wish our allotted 
space might permit us to give California the attention such a 
splendid Jurisdiction deserves. 


Canapa, 1930 


The Forty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Sovereign Great 
Priory of Canada was held in the City of Regina, August 12-13, 
1930, with Supreme Grand Master, A. B. Barr on the Throne. 

Grand Master Barr made forty-one visitations to Pre- 
ceptories during the year. At one of these visitations every 
Officer of the Sovereign Great Priory was present with one 
exception. Three dispensations were granted to permit Pre- 
ceptories to visit Commanderies in the United States and 
forty for routine matters. A number of rulings were made but 
these are of local interest only. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Treasurer Diamond we 
find receipts with balance on hand of $22,671.82; Disburse- 
ments $12,224.91; leaving a balance on hand in the General 
Fund of $10,446.91 which is a slight increase over their balance 
of a year ago. Invested Funds $64,000.00. We congratulate 
our Canadian fraters upon their financial condition. 

Grand Chancellor Eckhardt reports a total membership in 
the Great Priory of 12,481. Net increase for the year 311. 
This is a splendid showing and again we must congratulate 
our neighbors in Canada. 

Many reports are submitted by the Provincial Priors as to 
conditions in their several Jurisdictions but space prevents 
our favorable comment. 

R..E..Sir Knight George E. Parkes presents his second Re- 
port on Templar Review in an able manner. We note with 
regret that Massachusetts and Rhode Island is not included.

The Fifty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Colorado was held at Colorado Springs, September 19-20, 
1930. A splendid program of entertainment for the visiting 
Knights Templars and their ladies was provided by Pikes Peak 
Commandery, and nothing was left undone for the comfort and 
pleasure of the visitors. 

Due to the illness of Grand Commander Burger, his Annual 
Address was read by Deputy Grand Commander Sands. The 
address is one of the shortest that has come to our attention 
but he says a whole lot in few words. Regarding losses he 
says; ‘Tn the opinion of those of us who believe in our Great 
Order, its growth is assured. My faith has not been shaken 
and I am confident that the future will bring a vast growth; 
but, first, we should be concerned with the quality of member- 
ship rather than the quantity.” We cannot find any record of 
visitations made or decisions rendered but he does report one 
dispensation granted for the purpose of electing a Recorder.

ah loss for the year 76. The suspensions and demits totaled 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a total 
of forty-two loans during the year amounting of $8,310.00, 
leaving a balance on hand of $2,590.00. Once again we note 
with regret that this Jurisdiction continues to print the names 
of the borrowers in the Proceedings. 

R..E.-.Sir John W. Neilson, Past Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery of Kansas was present in the capacity of 
Personal Representative of the Grand Master. He delivered 
an inspiring address on Templarism and we are sorry that our 
space will not permit us to quote at length.

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mander Stanley C. Warner and Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is thoroughly and ably reviewed in nearly four pages 
with numerous quotations. 


Connecticut, 1931 


The One Hundred and Fourth Annual Conclave of this 
Grand Jurisdiction was convened in the City of Waterbury, 
May 5, 1931. 

Grand Commander Scott granted six dispensations and 
rendered five minor decisions. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 6,470. Net loss for the year 71.

District or Cotumsia, 1931 


The Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of the 
District of Columbia was convened in the City of Washington, 
May 11, 1931, with Grand Commander Milans presiding. 

R.:.E..Sir Milans presents a very fine Address occupying 
twenty pages and it is evidence of a very successful year. Five 
dispensations were granted and none refused. The crowning 
event of his year was the Easter Sunrise Memorial Service at 
Arlington National Cemetery on Easter Sunday, April 5, 1931, 
at 7.30 a.m., held under the auspices of the Grand Command- 
ery. Many thousands were in attendance at these services 
including the President of the United States and Mrs. Hoover. 
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Sir Knight, the Rev. ZeBarney T. Phillips, D.D., LL.D., 
Chaplain, United States Senate, preached a beautiful sermon 
appropriate to the occasion. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $15,090.36; Disbursements 
$8,068,94; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$7,021.42; Triennial Fund $1,961.98. 

Grand Recorder Keiper reports a total membership of 
3,099. Net loss for the year 30. He states that the dis- 
bursements of the Grand Commandery during the past year 
were approximately $1,400.00 in excess of its receipts and 
suggests that provision should be made for increased revenue 
for the Grand Commandery.

Like the hurricane, which 
spreads destruction and dismay, these cataclysms in the 
affairs of mankind should not deter us but should encourage 
us to build stronger for the future that, in years to come, 
buttressed by stout hearts and an abiding faith in the ultimate 
outcome, we may be better fitted to withstand the stress and 
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turmoil incident to human life.” Three dispensations were 
granted and a few rulings, of a minor character, made. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $15,269.04; Disbursements 
$8,346.41; balance on hand $6,922.63; Invested Funds 
$2,600.00; Triennial Fund $1,414.78. 

Grand Recorder Davis presents a complete report of his 
department and we note their total membership is now 2618. 
Net loss for the year 325. The suspensions and demits total 
354. 

The Educational Foundation Committee submit a very 
complete report of their activities but we note with regret that 
they still continue to print the names of the borrowers. Thir- 
teen loans have been made during the year totalling $2,475.00, 
nine of which were new loans and four to former borrowers.

Maine, 1931 


The Hightieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Maine was convened in the City of Portland on May 8, 
1931. A number of distinguished guests from other Grand 
Jurisdictions were present including Grand Commander 
Temple of Vermont, Past Grand Commander Frederick I. 
Dana and E.-Sir Adelbert Place of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. ; 

R..E..Sir Ordway presented a well-written and concise 
report of his year’s work. Twenty-nine dispensations were 
granted and no decisions rendered. He visited twenty-three 
of the twenty-four Commanderies in his jurisdiction and 
found them in good condition. He recommends that their 
Inspection System be changed to include a paid Inspector- 
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Instructor who shall be present at all Inspections and mark 
all the Commanderies. Naturally we are pleased with this 
recommendation, as it seems to us like a step in the right 
direction. Upon recommendation of the Jurisprudence 
Committee a committee of three was appointed to look care- 
fully into this matter and report their findings at the 1932 
Conclave. 

Grand Treasurer Arthur J. Floyd reports receipts with 
balance on hand of $52,327.63; Disbursements $15,752.22; 
leaving a balance on hand of $36,575.41. This is an increase 
in balance over a year ago, of about $4,000.00 and we con- 
gratulate our neighbors upon their financial acumen during 
these hard times. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Recorder Davis we find 
a total membership in Maine of 9,076. Net loss for the year 
185. The demits and suspensions total 242. 

The Educational Foundation Committee report a total of 
92 loans made during the year amounting to $19,750.00.

Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island is generously reviewed in three pages 


and we thank him most sincerely for the courteous things he 
has to say about us.

The Sixty-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Maryland was convened in the City of Baltimore, May 20, 
1931. 

Ten dispensations were granted and none refused. No 
decisions were rendered. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on 
hand of $18,745.78; Disbursements $6,804.51; leaving a balance 
on hand of $11,941.27; Invested Funds $6,957.50. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership in Maryland of 4,636. Net loss for the 
year 96.

Micui@an, 1931 


The Seventy-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Michigan was convened in the City of Pontiac, 
June 9, 1931. 

R..E..Sir Fowler granted forty-five dispensations and 
refused six. Four routine decisions were rendered. All these 
acts were approved by the Committee on Jurisprudence. 

Grand Recorder Conover reports a total membership of 
14,821. Net loss for the year 481. Suspensions and demits 
total 510. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $59,695.35; Disbursements 
$31,897.81; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$27,797.54; Invested Funds $36,058.82. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made 188 
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loans amounting to $36,480.00. Repayments and interest on 
outstanding loans came in exceptionally well. Balance on 
hand $2,367.67. 

E..Sir and Rev. Emil Montanus presents his usual high- 
class Report on Templar Review occupying 73 pages. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is fully reviewed in two pages and 
we regret that we cannot reciprocate this year. 


Minnesota, 1930 


The Sixty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Minnesota was convened in Ark Temple, in the City of 
Minneapolis, September 10, 1930, with Grand Commander 
Jesse B. Harris presiding. 

Grand Commander Harris presents an admirable Address 
occupying fifteen pages, five of which are devoted to Official 
Visitations. Three dispensations were granted and two 
refused, these were in accord with Templar Law and were 
approved by Jurisprudence Committee. He reports two so- 
called decisions, but we would probably class them as dis- 
pensations refused. Under the head of Inspections he says: 
“The ebb of Templar spirit in a number of the smaller Com- 
manderies is pretty low, and it is suggested that a consolida- 
tion of some of the smaller Commanderies be considered in 
order to conserve overhead expense and make fewer, larger, 
and stronger Commanderies of the weaker ones, and I believe 
in this way the interest of Templarism in this Grand Juris- 
diction could be furthered.” Tollowing the above-mentioned 
policy, he declined to allow a new Commandery to be insti- 
tuted at Buffalo, after looking the situation over carefully. 
He is much pleased at the existing friendly feeling between 
the Chapters and Commanderies and thanks Grand High 
Priest Van Housen for his co-operation during the year. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $34,956.88; Disbursements 
$16,152.29; leaving a balance on hand of $18,864.59; Invested 
Funds $13,300.00. 
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Grand Recorder Fishel reports a total membership in 
Minnesota of 7,453. Net loss for the year 211. 

The Educational Foundation Committee present a very 
short report but that they have been active is evidenced by 
the fact that 103 loans were made during the year amounting 
to $21,325.00. Balance on hand available for use by the 
Committee $2,743.67. 

E.-Sir Alfred G. Pinkham presents his eleventh Report on 
Templar Review in his usual capable manner. Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in three pages

Scribe. 


Mississrppr, 1931 


The Seventy-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Mississippi was convened in the Asylum of 
McComb Commandery in the City of McComb, April 27, 1931. 

Grand Commander Hainer presents a very short Annual 
Address and we cannot discover that any dispensations were 
granted or decisions rendered. Due to illness, he was unable 
to visit many of his Commanderies but he was evidently quite 
busy from an administrative standpoint. Considerable em- 
barrassment was caused financially by the closing of a bank 
which contained Grand Commandery Funds. This bank 
closed its doors May 16,1930. The bank, though, had protected 
the Grand Commandery funds by placing sufficient collateral 
in the hands of the Grand Recorder, Although the Grand 
Commandery suffered no loss in the settlement, its cash was 
depleted and converted to securities which at that time could 
not be sold to best advantage. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer, which is 
the shortest we have ever seen, we find a balance on hand in 
the General Fund, we assume, of $6,420.12; Bonds on hand 
$17,000.00; Educational Fund $10,879.41. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership in the 
Jurisdiction of 3458. Net loss for the year 209. 
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The Educational Foundation Committee report the total un- 
paid loans now amount to $18,021.39 of which more than 34 
per cent is past due. For this reason the Committee recom- 
mended, and this was adopted by Grand Commandery, that 
no further loans be granted unless the notes covering the loan 
are endorsed by two responsible persons, acceptable to the 
Committee. 

Upon recommendation of the Grand Commander and 
Jurisprudence Committee it was voted to grant a Charter to 
Amory Commandery U. D. 

The Report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir A. G. Villee and 
occupies 127 pages of the volume. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is generously reviewed in five pages with some snappy 
comment which we like. However we must take exception to 
a couple of things for the good of his soul. Evidently our good 
frater gained the impression that Grand Commander White 
inspected 34 Commanderies. The Grand Commander and 
Council officers in Massachusetts and Rhode Island do no 
inspecting. This is all done by our Division Commanders. 
R..E..Sir White was present at 34 Inspections as stated and 
was probably received officially as Grand Commander, but he 
certainly did not inspect the Commanderies himself. In re- 
gard to R.-.E..Sir White having his portrait taken in civilian 
clothes for our Proceedings, we will merely state that this is a 
custom of long standing in our Jurisdiction and we prefer it 
this way. In rebuttal we must gently intimate that the only 
way the writer would know that Grand Commander Williams 
was a Knight Templar is by the title printed underneath, 
although we should judge he is a member of the Shrine by the 
pin in the lapel of his coat. Shall we call it off brother? 


Missouri, 1931 


The Seventieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Missouri was held in the City of Sedalia, May 26-27, 1931. 
Grand Commander Wyrick issued nine dispensations and 
refused two. He arrested the Charters of two Commanderies 
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for lack of interest but only one was approved by Grand Com- 
mandery. Two pages of recommendations were submitted and 
space prevents our comments. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $65,965.87; Disbursements 
$33,135.40; leaving a balance on hand of $32,830.47; In- 
vested Funds $46,000.00. 

Grand Recorder Denslow reports a total membership of 
14,427. Net loss for the year 878. Suspensions and demits 
total 1,005. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have loaned 
$52,240.00 to 366 students. Balance on hand available for 
use $3,844.87. 373 students have repaid their loans in full. 

The Seventy-first Annual Conclave of this Jurisdiction will 
be held in the City of Columbia, May 24-25, 1932. 


Monrana, 1930 


The Forty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Montana was held in the City of Bozeman, July 
9-10, 1930. Three Special Conclaves were held during the 
year, one for the purpose of installing a Grand Commandery 
officer, and the others to attend funeral services for Past 
Grand Commanders. The host Commandery entertained 
their visitors efficiently and in a most commendable manner. 
Among these features was a Grand Ball, Parade, Barbecue, 
Concert, and Church Service. 

Grand Commander Monroe had a very trying year due to 
the illness and death of a close associate in the bank of which 
he is President. In spite of this, he visited eleven of his con- 
stituent Commanderies and handled his official duties in a 
most efficient manner. Two dispensations were granted and 
no decisions rendered. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand in the General Account of

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a 
total of 38 loans during the year amounting to $6,370.00, an 
increase of $1,020.00 over the loans made during the pre- 
ceding year. 


Nepsraska, 1931 


This Jurisdiction had the great misfortune to lose their 
Grand Commander, R.:.E...Sir James H. Mettlein, by death, 
on July 11, 1930, about two months after he was installed into 
office. He had served as a Captain in the World War, was 
back of every movement for the advancement of Templarism 
in Nebraska, and was greatly beloved and respected by all his 
fraters. 

The Fifty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Nebraska was held in the City of Hastings, 
April 16-17, 1931, with Deputy and Acting Grand Com- 
mander Charles H. Marley presiding. 

V.:.E...Sir Marley presents a fine report of his administration 
occupying eighteen pages and we regret that space forbids our 
giving his address the attentionit deserves. Hight dispensations 
were granted and no decisions rendered. He made eighteen 
official visits and submits several recommendations, most of 
which were adopted by Grand Commandery. Their losses in 
membership bring forth the following comment: ‘Many 
reasons have been advanced for the cause or causes, but I be- 
lieve they may all be simmered down to lack of efficient, 
thoughtful and sustained leadership.” 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $23,462.35; Disbursements 
$15,730.00; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund 
of $7,732.35. 
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Grand Recorder Lewis E. Smith reports a total membership 
in Nebraska of 4,244. Net loss for the year 102. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made 46 
loans during the year amounting to $6,100.00. Balance on 
hand $1,468.14. Total amount of loans in force at time of 
report $31,640.00. The collections have fallen off somewhat 
due to the general financial condition of the past year. 

Inspector-Instructor Mellon is doing a constructive piece 
of work in his department and it is refreshing to note that he 
is not afraid to state conditions as he finds them. Under the 
head of Past Commanders he says in part: “Past Commanders 
can either be a blessing or a curse to a Commandery. Too 
many of them forget that there are as good fish in the sea as 
ever were caught, and that there are generally as good men

The Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of New 
Hampshire was held in the Asylum of DeWitt Clinton Com- 
mandery in the City of Portsmouth, Tuesday, September 23, 
1930, with Grand Commander George B. Lord presiding. A 
number of distinguished guests were present including R.-.E.. 
Sir Henry L. Ballou, Past Grand Commander of Vermont 
and Personal Representative of the Most Eminent Grand 
Master; Grand Commander Temple, Deputy Grand Com- 
mander Averill, Grand Generalissimo Clay and Past Grand 
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Commander Cheney, all of Vermont; Deputy Grand Com- 
mander Briggs and Grand Recorder Pleschinger of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island; E..Sir Horace M. N. Sigman, 
Grand Senior Warden of Connecticut. 

Grand Commander Lord reports that he has personally 
visited each of the eleven Commanderies in the Jurisdiction 
and is well pleased with their condition.

Your Committee has no prejudice against matri- 
mony, but the Fund makes loans, not gifts, and the prospects 
of receiving back loans made to married applicants are so 
slight that the Committee were obliged to come to this con- 
clusion. Second, loans will not be made for post-graduate 
work.” 

Inspector Instructor Rollins presents his usual fine report 
and recommends that the Commanderies open every meeting 
in Full Form, thereby creating more interest among the 
officers and Sir Knights. Your Reviewer had the pleasure of 
visiting one of the New Hampshire Commanderies this 
Winter upon the occasion of their Official Inspection. From 
our own observation we are pleased to comment that E.-.Sir 
Rollins is doing a fine piece of work in his capacity of Inspector- 
Instructor, and doing it in a very tactful manner, which is 
more than half of the game. 

R...E..Sir Hurd reports a total membership in New Hamp- 
shire of 3,128. Net loss for the year 114. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $6,809.56; Disbursements 
$3,655.75; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$3,153.81; Triennial Fund $585.75. 
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Grand Recorder Harry M. Cheney presents his eighteenth 
Report on Templar Review and as usual it is a fine document. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in 
two pages and we thank him for his kindly reference to our 
own efforts as Scribe. 


New Jersey, 1931 


The Seventy-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of New Jersey was held in the Masonic Temple, 
City of Trenton, March 6, 1931. 

R..E..Sir West has enjoyed a very busy year and has 
found time to make seventeen official visits besides attending 
to the other duties of his office in an efficient manner. Twenty- 
five dispensations were granted and four refused, all being 
in accord with Templar practice. He presented a list of seven 
recommendations, but these are of local interest only. Inspec- 
tions throughout the Jurisdiction were satisfactory with the 
exception of one Commandery that failed to function properly, 
and he recommended that the Charter of this Commandery 
be arrested.

Balance on 
hand available for use by the Committee $2,109.46. 


New York, 1931 


The One Hundred and Eighteenth Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of New York was convened in the City of 
Poughkeepsie, June 8, 1931. 

R..E..Sir Kenyon presents a businesslike report of his 
administration and we find a total of 82 dispensations granted 
with none refused. All questions pertaining to Rulings were

several worth-while recommendations. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $98,994.02; Disbursements, 
$62,941.07; leaving a balance on hand in the General Fund of 
$36,052.95; Invested Funds $98,083.18. 

Grand Recorder Mullan reports a total membership of 
34,863. Net loss for the year 1,576. The suspensions and 
demits total 1,388. 

R..E..Sir Stuart Walker reported for the Educational 
Foundation Committee and impressed upon Grand Com- 
mandery the fact that the Foundation is now a real business 
with over eleven hundred accounts to keep in touch with.

The Eighty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Ohio was convened in the City of Cleveland, 
September 24-25, 1930, with Grand Commander Quiesser pre- 
siding. This volume is always one of the best coming to our 
attention and 1930 is no exception to the general rule. The 
Annual Parade was successfully carried out in spite of threaten- 
ing weather. Detroit Commandery No. 1, honored the Grand 
Commandery of Ohio by its attendance and participation in 
the parade with its famous sixteen platoons, receiving hearty 
applause for their large number of Knights in line, their strik- 
ing appearance and perfection of their movements.

A number 
of recommendations were made but these are of local interest. 
His Annual Address was a splendid document throughout. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $165,861.73; Disbursements 
$76,251.73; leaving a balance on hand of $89,610.00; Invested 
Funds $92,760.00. 

Grand Recorder Thomas reports a total membership of 
41,232. Net loss for the year 957. Suspensions and demits 
total 1,011. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have loaned 
$71,093.00 during the year and have a balance on hand of 
$74,741.12; Assets of Special Account $21,963.62. 

R..E..Sir Arthur D. Bacon presents a fine Report on 
Templar Review occupying 125 pages. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in four pages and we 
regret our inability to give Pennsylvania the attention it 
deserves at our hands. 


Sourn Carona, 1931 


The Twenty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of South Carolina was convened in the City of 
Columbia, April 22, 1931. A Commandery was opened in 
Full Form by the Sir Knights of Columbia Commandery in a 
beautiful and impressive manner. 

Grand Commander Goodale presents a very short report 
occupying six pages of the Proceedings. One dispensation

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was granted and no decisions rendered. He recommended 
that a revision of their Templar Laws be made during the 
coming year after the Triennial Conclave. All but two of 
the constituent Commanderies were visited by him and he 
was much pleased at the many courtesies extended. While 
speaking of their heavy losses in membership he brings up 
the subject of the necessity of an Inspector-Instructor, feeling 
that such an office is badly needed at the present time. He 
recommended that such an officer be appointed, with no salary 
but with an expense account. The need of this action was 
recognized by the Finance Committee but they ruled that no 
appropriation would be available to take care of his expenses 
which practically killed the idea. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $17,683.62; Disbursements 
$8,849.07; leaving a balance on hand of $8,834.54; Triennial 
Fund $1,236.00. 

Grand Recorder Lindsay reports a total membership of 
2,936. Net loss for the year 300. The suspensions and demits 
total 316. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made 53 
loans during the year aggregating $8,235.00. They now have 
outstanding in loans the amount of $27,409.32. Balance on 
hand available for use by the Committee $4,563.31. 

Grand Recorder Lindsay presents his usual complete Report 
on Templar Review covering 44 Grand Jurisdictions. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is thoroughly reviewed in three 
pages. 


TENNESSEE, 1931 


The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of Tennessee was held in the Asylum of Nashville Com- 
mandery in the City of Nashville, May 5, 1981. 

Grand Commander Griffith visited all the Commanderies 
in his Jurisdiction at least once during his year and from his 
reports and those of the Grand Inspectors we should judge the 
Commanderies in Tennessee are doing unusually good work. 
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Five dispensations were granted and one decision rendered, 
all being in accord with Templar law and practice and approved 
by Jurisprudence Committee. He recommended that the 
Grand Recorder be bonded for a suitable amount and this 
recommendation was adopted. He also recommended that 
the Treasurer and Recorder of Constituent Commanderies 
be bonded, and a committee was appointed by Grand Com- 
mandery to look into the matter. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $32,855.67; Disbursements 
$14,246.62; leaving a balance on hand of $18,609.05; Invested 
Funds $3,800.00. 

Following the death of Grand Recorder Stith M. Cain on 
July 22, 1930, E..Sir Thomas E. Doss was appointed by the 
Grand Commander to fill the unexpired term. E.-.Sir Doss 
presents an admirable report of his department and we find 
a total membership of 4,290. Net loss for the year 320. 
Rather a heavy loss for.a Grand Commandery of this size 
even in these days of red ink. 

The Educational Foundation Committee have made a total 
of 40 loans during the year amounting to $8,275.00. Twenty- 
four of these loans were made to young men and sixteen to 
young women. We note with regret that the names of the 
borrowers are printed in the Proceedings. 

E.-Sir William H. Tester presents a well written report on 
Templar Review occupying 83 pages. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in three pages and 
nothing of importance has escaped his attention. 


Tpxas, 1931 


The Seventy-eighth Annual Conclave was convened in the 
Masonic Temple, El Paso, April 14, 1931, with Grand Com- 
mander Nathan K. Tracy presiding. 

R...E..Sir Tracy was severely ill during a great part of his 
term but his Annual Report shows that his office functioned 
efficiently in spite of this handicap. One minor decision (so 
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called) was rendered and eleven dispensations were granted. 
All of these were approved by Jurisprudence Committee but 
a warning was sounded, for the benefit of future Grand Com- 
manders, that the utmost care should be taken to ascertain if 
the occasion for public appearance is of sufficient importance 
and dignity as would reflect credit upon our Order for it to 
be connected with. 

From the Annual Report of Grand Treasurer Clarkson we 
find receipts with balance on hand of $33,099.37; Disburse- 
ments $19,136.02; leaving a balance on hand in the General 
Fund of $13,963.35; Invested Funds $32,690.41; Triennial 
Fund $7,994.54. 

Grand Recorder Kidd presents a detailed financial report 
but is unable to submit an exact report on membership as some 
of the Commanderies have failed to send in their Annual Re- 
ports to his office. He estimates their total loss in membership 
to be about 900. Thirty per cent of the Recorders in Texas 
failed to get their returns in at the stated time and R.-.E.-.Sir 
Kidd is justly disturbed at this tardiness. We solved that 
problem in Massachusetts and Rhode Island about five years 
ago when we placed a fine of $25.00 on each and every Com- 
mandery whose Annual Returns were not in our Grand Re- 
corder’s office on the proper date. Since that vote was passed 
by Grand Commandery we have had but two cases where any 
delay occurred and in both cases the fine was collected regard- 
less of excuses. 

The Educational Foundation Committee present a very 
complete and detailed report of their activities and they are 
functioning in a splendid manner. One hundred and ninety- 
seven loans have been made during the year to 117 boys and 
80 girls, aggregating $31,445.00. 

Past Grand Commander and Grand Recorder J. C. Kidd 
presents his usual complete report on Templar Review and 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island is accorded courteous atten- 
tion in two pages.

They have increased the attendance of the Sir 
Knights at least 50 per cent in every Commandery where 
adopted.” Twenty-two dispensations were granted and none 
refused.
